Brussels, Belgium, april i6— A 
statement issued by the ministry of 
Lthe interior this morning admits that 
257,000 men have joined the national 
| political strike of the Belgian work- 
fers who have chosen this means of

Phe Socialist leaders today claimed 
that the total number of strikers is 
over 400,000, It is stated that the 
Helgian government finds Itself with 
a& very small supply of coal to run the 
state railroads. This supply is likoly 
to be exhausted by the end cf he 
{ week, Lack of fuel will erlpple the 
facilities and prevent many thous: nd 
non-strikers from working. 

No violence Resorted To, 

From various parts of the country 
reports show that In some places the 
movement has been successful while 
in others, more especially districts un- 
der the control of the Catholic Uns 
ions, the men are lukewarm. 

Vivlence has been exceptional since 
the order to quit work was given on 
Monday. 

Serious Effect on Exhibition, 

Ghent, Belgiuin, April 16—One of 
the most serious results of the Social- 

st strike throughout Belgium will be 
iis effect on the International, exhi- 
bition whieh the King is to open here 
next week. The mayor of Ghent sald 
today “I pave grave fears that the 
strike will injure the exhibition. Sixty 
per cent. of the British cxhibltors 
have decided to refrain from partici- 
pation and thirty per cent of the 
French exhibitors have followed 
their example The American exhibe- 
itors are hesitating.” 

Religious Lines Taken, 

Verviers, Belgium, April 15 — The 
difference of opinion between the 
workmen here as to whether they 
shall join the strike or not is sharply 
on religious grounds The Catholic 
Unions remain steadfast in declining 
to go out, while the Sociillsts and 
non-sectarian workmen place the po- 
litical issue above the religious one. 

Strikers Mock Soldiers. 

La Louviere, Belgium, April 16 —= 
The troops in this city were busy this 
morning tearing down anti-military 
posters which had been pasted up 
during the night. Bach syuad of 
soldiers wus surrounded by a group 
of strikers, who mocked them.

Liege, Belgium, April 16—Several 
hundred more machinists came out 
today.
